The lightning broke the saw and tore 
his shirt down his arm and his trousers off 
one leg, inflicting a severe wound. The 
deceased leaves a wife and four young children. 

Weighty Wool. 

The following from the Peterboro NMaminer

In a month or two Bermuda will for the 
first time be brought within talking distance, 
as it were, of and the outside world.

It will facilitate trade with 
this country and to Great Britain it is a 
Unk in the chain assuring her military and 
naval intelligence. ere is, however, a 
Ukelihood that other cables will be laid cen- 
ing in Bermuda before long.

his business. Tn that way itis expected the 
conclusions will be more useful and accept- 
able, for the benefit of the average cheese- 
maker, than any which could be obtained in 
a purely experimental dairy building with a 
limited supply of milk. It may be said that 

. Robertson intends issuing a bulletin, 
giving plans and specifications for the con- 
struction of creameries and cheese factories, 
together with a statement of the utensils 
and general equipment, for the guidance of 
those intending to establish co-operative fac- 
‘tories in sections where that system has not 
yet been introduced. 

A series of useful experiments will also be 
carried on with live stock. In connection 
with the feeding of milch cows it has be- 
come necessary to examine into the quality 
and quantity of milk yield from different 
rations and treatment. Probably from 
twenty to twenty-five milking cows will be 
kept on the farm for the purpose of these 
investigations. Among these animals pro- 
vision will be made for the French-Canadian 
cow, which has rendered such admirable ser- 
vice to the farmers in the province of Quebec 
in nearly all the districts where dairying has 
been followed. Grade cows of other breeds 


Ses will also be compared with thoroughbred 


animals. The cheapest and best way of rais- 
ing calves on skimmed milk with some sup- 
ee food will be examined, as it is 

lieved to be ible to replace the cream 
removed from the milk by some feeding sub- 
stance worth less than one fifth in the mar- 
ket of the value of the butter fat that has 
been removed. In connection with these 
feeding experiments, the comparative value 
of ensilage and fodder cured in the ordinary 
wer will be examined and reported upon, as 
weil as their influences on the quality of the 
milk and butter that may be obtained. 

It is not proposed to conduct the dairy in 
such a way as to ascertain how the greatest 
amount o fit may be secured. That 
would be 33 — to genuine experimen- 
tal work. The product, however, will be 
used in such a way as to do the most good 
to the commercial interests of the dairy busi- 
ness in Canada. In view of the growing

Louis Riggs was married to Harriot Ann 
Harris on January 31st, 1838 ; two sons and 
three daughters were the fruit of their mar- 
tiage. Two daughters and one son survive 
him; with the latter, H. C. Riggs, he has 
resided since coming to Kansas.

That colony, in area, is now only 
an re part of her dominions, for 
the policy inaugurated by Gen. Faidherbe 
in Senegambia has advanced France's boun- 
daries to the Niger, has overthrown the 
large empire of Samory on the south and 
added it to the French Possessions, and 
finally through the remarkable journey of 
Capt. Binger from the upper Niger to the 
Ivory Coast, it has extended the French 
influence to the Gulf of Guinea. This ex- 
plorer made treaties with the rulers 
of the large native kingdoms of Tieba, 
King and Bonduker, and with the 
chiefs of smaller states on the way to 
the sea by which they accepted French pro- 
tectorates. The ions which France 
now claims extend unbrokenly from the Sene- 
al River to the Ivory Coast on the Gulf of 
Juinea including a vast area lying behind 
the British territories of Gambia and Seirra 
Leone, and the republic of Liberia. France's 
little steamers on the Niger in their second 
ourney to Timbuctoo, have made treaties of 
rotection with several ot the shore tribes.

The list of deaths by cyclones, ‘lighten- 
ing. and windstorms alone since Jan- 
uary Ist comes toa total of 1,100, as 
compared with only 163 deaths last year 
from the same caures.”

Tux recent enormous increase in 
the pension list of the United States, 
arising out of the late civil war, is 
causing an opening bt eyes in some 
quarters. In order to impress upon his 
fellow. country men what this increased 
grant involves, the New York Herald 
compares this item of their expenditure 
with that ef the first Europeau powers. 
Great Britain, he eays, pays for her 
army, her maxy—the largest in the 
world —and her pensions $160,000,000 
annually. France, armed to the teeth, 
with a navy second to that of England, 
pays annually for army, navy and pen- 
sions $183,000,000. Germany is 
mistress of the Continent, with an army 
that is the envy and the terror of 
modern civilization, and yet army, navy 
and pensions cost $114,000,000 annual- 
ly. Russia, for the same service, pays 
every year $123,000,000. In the 
United States we have two or three 
divisions we call “an army,” the merest 
germ of a navy ;” but our army, navy 
and pensions cost $2]0,000,000 a year.”

To Stop a Runaway Horse. 

Prof. Gleason, noted as a tamer and trainer 
of vicious horses, thus explains the way to 
stop a runaway horse :—Let the horse go for 
a distance of fifty yards then haul in your 
lines perfectly tight. When you get ready 
to give the command to stop, ay Whoa!“ 
at the same time giving a powerful jerk, and 
repeat the word whoa, don’t move the left 
hand, but do all the work with the right. 
When you give the terrible jerk twist the 
horse s jaw to the right, and if you have the 
presence of mind to repeat the word whoa at 
second jerk of the lines, you will be surprised 
to find your horse standing still. 


Protection of Sheep. 

Section 9 of the Act to impose tax on dogs 
and for the protection of sheep, isso amend · 
ed as to permit of the destruction of any dog 
which the farmer finds straying between sun- 
set and sunrise on any farm whereon sheep 
are kept. Provided always, the section con- 
tinues, that no dog so straying, and which 
belongs to, or is kept, or harboured by the 
occupant of any premises next adjoining said 
farm or next adjoining that part of any high- 
way or lane which abuts on said farm,nor any 
dog so straying,either when securely muzzled, 
or when accompanied by, or being within 
reasonable call or control of any person own- 
ing, or possessing, or having the charge or 
care of said dog, shall be so killed unless there 
is reasonable apprehension that such dog, if 
not killed, is likely to pursue, worry, or 
wound sheep or lambs then on the said farm.
